Parts of their tours which were to 
be made in carriages had to be 
taken on foot, and finally at Marin- 
gen the guide informed them that 
managers would have to abandon 
the tour through lack of funds, and 
the excursionists would havetopay 
their own fare to Cherbourg. 

When those not well supplied 
with money had to borrow from 
those better fixed, and the French 

had been shipped on the Kaiser 
Wilbelm der Grosse, and so the re- 
turn trip across the ocean was 
made with simply the clothes they 
had on their backs when they 
landed at Cherbourg.

A Frankfort special to tbe Cin 
cinnati Enquirer says: The Dem- 
ocratic legislators have been quietly 
discussing since Tuesday the main 
features to be incorporated in a 
new election law, and it ia 
bounced to night that a bill has 
been practically agreed upon and 
will be introduced on Saturday or 
next week. The features of toe 
proposed measure are as follows: 

State election commission of three 
members, one to be selected by the 
governing authority o,' the pemo- 
cratic party, one by the same au- 
thority of the Republican party, 
and the third to be elected by thi 
legislature. The latter will bt 
chairman, but to have no vote ex- 
cept where the other two ' disagree. 
County boards to contain three 
members, one selected by Demo- 
crats.oue by Republicans, the third 
by county judge, the latter i 
mlssiOnsT to have no vote except in 
case of a tie. 

It will provide for universal 
registration in city, town, village 
and country precincts, do away 
with party devices on the ballot, 
and provide for the preservation of 
all the ballots for a reasonable 
: after each election. The 
tion officers are to be appointed 
i the t-.vo principal parties, the 
party authorities to furnish the 
names of those they want appoint- 
ed, and must be divided equally— 
that is, each party will have one 
judge in each precinct. This 
seems to meet with general ap- 
proval, and it is more than likely it 
will be enacted into a law as soon 
as possible. It is an absolute re- 
peal of the present law, and cannot 
be unfair to either party.
